S e a t t l e , Wash., June 30.—M atters at 
the Franklin coal mines have assumed 
a still more threatening form, and Col. 
J. C. Haines on Monday wired to tfws 
city for another company of militia to 
report at once and to bring ammunitiqn, 
camp equipage and rations for a week’s 
service. 
Porter Robinson, one of the 
mine bosses, was brought to the city 
by a m ilitary guard, charged with 
killing Tom Morris and Ed J. Wil­ 
liams, leaders of Sunday's riot. The 
first authentic information concerning 
the riot w’as *received from Franklin. 
At least 1,000 shots were fired during 
the riot, which lasted about thirty 
minutes and resulted in the death 
of Tom Morris, a white striker, who 
was killed Instantly, Edward J. Wil­ 
liams, who w*ta shot through the abdo­ 
men and died six hours later, and the 
wounding of four strikers, two women 
and one colored guard.

from 
New Castle, which contained a num­ 
ber of Pinkerton men who had escorted 
a load of negroes to the latter mining 
camp. The guards say that when the 
train was pulling into Franklin it w‘as 
fired upon by some of the white miners 
in ambush, and that while no one was 
hurt bullets whistled through the win­ 
dows of the train at a lively rate. 
The 
guards returned the fire from the win- j 
dows, and the engineer seeing the 
danger put tho train under full head 
and ran it to the depot, which is inside 
the dead line. 
W hen the train had 
stopped the w hite m iners commenced 
firing 
upon 
the 
negroes' 
carap- 
They 
were 
between 
two 
fires, 
as 
the 
outside 
miners 
were 
situated on the flats below and on 
the hill above them. 
The negroes went 
perfectly wild, and all the efforts of 
the guards could not restrain them. 
They kept within the camp lines and 
poured volley after volley upon the 
miners on the flats, who replied with 
equally as much vigor. 
The miners on 
the hill kept up a good fire, but were 
answered shot for shot by the negroes. 
After the shooting intense excite­ 
ment prevailed among the negroes, and 
they gathered about their camp in 
groups threatening to make another 
charge upon the white miners. 
They 
were finally quieted by the officers of 
the company. 
During Monday the ex­ 
citement wras high, but three com­ 
panies of m ilitia are camped between 
the strikers and the negroes.

TOWNS IS DANCER OF SUBMERSION. 


Families Forced to Leave Their Homes 
in » Kansas City Suburb — Gov. 
Boles Calls for Help for 
Cherokee Sufferers. 


An Escaped Murderer Makes a Confidant of 
W oman. 


Chicago, June 30.—A running fight 
between an escaped murderer and two 
‘Hyde Park police officers was the sen­ 
sation of Woodlawn Park about mid­ 
night Sunday. Twenty-four shots were 
exchanged 
and 
finally, 
stretched 
-^conscious, 
with 
a 
broken 
arm 
and 
several 
wounds, 
Louis 
Dil- 
linger, alias Paul May, alias Louis 
Buling, the murderer of his wife and 
two men, was overpowered and locked 
up at the police station. The night be­ 
fore he was to be hung at New 
England, 
Mo., for the murder 
of 
two men Dillinger broke jail aud 
eluded pursuit. This was May 17, 
1890, 
and 
since 
then 
Dillinger 
has been in hiding under circumstances 
which would make a dime novel writ 
er’s theme. 
Ever since his escape from 
jail the authorities have been pursuing 
him and gradually the toils have been 
wound closer and closer around him. 
Dillinger’s guilty conscience caused 
his capture. 
He was one of a large 
crowd witnessing a display of fire­ 
works at the corner of Cottage Grove 
avenue and Hixty-first street Sunday 
night. 
After the crowd had dispersed 
two detectives were left on the scene, 
and one man appeared to be eager to 
avoid them. His actions finally aroused 
the suspicion of the two members 
of the 
Hyde 
Park 
police, 
and 
when 
they hailed him 
he 
start­ 
ed 
to 
run. 
The 
officers 
drew 
their revolvers and fired. 
The fugitive 
hesitated just a moment 
and then 
turned long enough to send two bul­ 
lets close to the policemen’s heads. 
Then the chase continued until the 
fleeing 
man 
met 
a 
buggy 
con­ 
taining 
a belated citizen and his 
wife and child. 
Seizing the bridle, he 
got beside the horse and then, com­ 
manding the frightened driver to whip 
up, he kept beside the horse at a trot, 
using the animal as a shield from the 
officers’ bullets. 
Meantime the officers were strug 
gling to keep up the chase while the 
frightened driver begged them to stop 
shooting. 
Here 
Dillinger made an 
error w hich caused his plans to mis­ 
carry. 
With 
tho 
aid 
of 
hand on the 
shafts he 
w as dis­ 
tancing 
the 
officers and 
would 
doubtless 
have 
escaped 
ht*d 
not 
he again drawn his revolver and re­ 
turned the policemen’s fire. The noise 
of the revolver close behind his ears 
startled his horse, which became un­ 
manageable and reared out of the 
path. allowing the officers to gain on 
the fugitive. 
Dillinger had to break 
cover and run again. 
Ae he did so he 
fired at tho police until he tripped on a 
loose plank and felLi|ireaking his arm. 
With his broken a#& hanging by his 
side Dillinger sprang up again and fired 
hie last shot just as the 
officers 
sprang upon him. 
Like the others, 
it missed its aim and at another at­ 
tem pt to shoot the hammer of the 
ex-convict’s second “gun” fell on an 
already exploded cartridge. 
The next 
instant he was knocked down by a po­ 
liceman’s 
club, 
but springing 
up 
again he continued 
to fight 
until 
finally knocked insensible. 
The offi­ 
cers called the wagon and took their 
prisoner to the station, wondering who 
he could be.

Dillinger

found

awaits his return to Missouri 
For weeks past Dillinger had been

The water is rising steadily I inch 
an hour and will probably rise 2 or 3 
feet more in the next day or two. Parts 
of Harlem, a hamlet just across the 
river, have already been submerged and 
about twenty-five families have left 
their homes. 
They have taken their 
ho.iselu Id goods and are camping on 
the h gh ground, 
The people have been made very 
nervous by the accounts of the dis­ 
astrous floods in Iowa and they are 
taking no chances.

by tho floods. In addition to this loss of homes 
and of furniture and clothing, the county at 
large has suffered greatly in the loss of nearly 
every bridge, both iron and wood, within its 
limits. A careful estimate places the number of 
families which require help at once at IOO, thus 
making a population of about 500 that require 
and will require for a considerable length of 
ttm8 to he cared for by the charity of our 
people. In addition to the above many of the 
surrounding towns have also suffered greatly 
and will be compelled to appeal to the people 
of the state for aid. In view of this calamity I 
recommend that the mayors of the several 
cities of the state and all other charitably dis­ 
posed p' rsbns immediately take stops to organ­ 
ize proper committees to solicit aid for these un 
fortunates and s< ethat the same is promptly for.

P h il a d e l p h ia, Juno 80.—Contrary 
lo the general impression, Postmaster 
General YVanamaker did not appear be­ 
fore the investigating committee of 
councils Monday afternoon to explain 
the apparent discrepancy between his 
previous testimony relative to his own­ 
ership of Keystone bank stock and 
facts subsequently developed by the 
books of the bank. 
The first witness before the commit­ 
tee was S. P. Dunham, president of the 
Mechanics’ national bank of Trenton, 
N. J. 
Mr. Dunham testified that the 
bank had loaned Henry U. Yard money 
on two certificates of the Keystone 
bank, one of which was In the name 
of John W anamaker and a power of 
transfer on the baok signed by Mr. 
Wanamaker, the other in the name of 
A- L. Shingle and the transfer signed 
by him. The certificate in Mr. Wana- 
m aker’s name was numbered 460 for 
200 shares and the loan was made 
April 28, 1890, on Yard’s personal note. 
Effingham P. Morris, president of the 
Girard Trust Company, N&ho was the 
next witness, said that his company 
had onoe held certificate No. 450 of the 
Keystone bank. The certificate, to­ 
gether with Nos. 451, 452, 463 and 
454 
was 
held 
as 
collateral 
by 
the 
Girard 
company for 
a 
loan 
made 
to 
Mr. 
Wanamaker 
on 
March 3, 1880. 
Each of the certificates 
were for 200 sh area 
The loan was 
called in by the trust company on Oc­ 
tober 24, 1889. Mr. Morris had brought 
with him the loan book of his com­ 
pany, and in looking it over Mr. Etting, 
a member of the commitlee, called his 
attention 
to three 
loans made to 
the 
Keystone 
bank. 
Mr. 
Morris 
said that the loans were made to 
the Keystone bank on November 7 and 
IO, 1890. They were temporary loans 
and the collateral offered by the bank 
was 243 shares of preferred and 1,401 
shares of common electric trust stock. 
Mr. Marsh, president of the Keystone 
bank, came to Mr. Morris (the witness) 
and borrowed the money, stating at 
the same time that it would be a great 
obligation to Mr. Wanamaker. Mr. Mor­ 
ris understood that the loan was to be 
made to Mr. W anamaker, and, as he 
put it, “ we are willing at any time to 
loan Mr. Wanamaker 3400,000.” The 
loans were repaid by the Keystone 
bank the morning of the day after they 
were loaned.

Several of the certifi­ 
cates pledged by Mr. W anamaker to 
his broker stood in Mr. Jones’ name. 
Mr. Jones explained that he signed the 
transfers on the back of the certificates 
at the request of Mr. Wanamaker.
